. : RULES;^ OF COURT. 



- The Judicafcuro Act comes in force 

■ to-day. It entirely changes tlio mode 
of legal procednro and was passed in 
Engm'nd in 1875 for the iuirpo.se of 
inaugurating law reform. It professes 
to aim at the injustice ^nbw ■permitted 

' 'to . be. inflicted by dishonest 'debtors 
^ upon their creditors in putting forward 
defepces merely for the purpose of de- 
lay. It is intended to prevent a denial 

■ of justice when legal forms not essen- 
tial to the detonnination of tlio nierity 
of a dispiito have not been complied 
with ; and it is framed to sweep away 
tho' fruitful, causa, of many, hardships 

• and incongruities met in tho piirsuit of 
juaiice and so graphically pourtraycd by 
Dickens and other novelists. The 
professed object of tho introduction of 
tho Judicature Act into .British Colum- 
bia, was to secure a conformity of prac- 
ticft^nd fldb^t'itk.to the exigencies of 
tho^country inatead of English statutes 
and rules of practice, which in tho 
primitive days of tho province were in- 
troduced as the law of the country. It 
has ever been a matter of more dillicul- 
ty^ for the Court and practitioners to 

,^.citiiblish;.what was opplicablo and what 
not'than to dseido tho rights of the rc- 

• spoctive litigants upon the sulijcct in 
, dispute ; hence tho uncertainty and 

distrust always attendant upon legal 
procedure here. As stated, tlie J udica- 
turH Act was introduced hero with a 
viovy. of establishing a.; settled, practice 

• and-rohtlering legal rulings more cer- 
tain. The Act empowers the govern- 

■ ment to »naA-e reguhitions for tho pur- 
pose of carrying tho Act into olfect ; 
.and without such rule.s tho Act cannot 

bo put into operation. It was an in- 
novation:, to provide that iho rules 
should be made by the government, the 
framinsf of such rules being in all other 
countries exclusively tlio ])rovince of 
the judges ; but the government reserv- 
ed to themselves the task of framing 
the rules and meanwhile suspended the 
opcratioQS of the Act. The Act was 
passed oif tlie '27th April, 1879, and 
now, 15 months after its passage, have 
they framed riiles to put tho Act into 
effect 1 " Ne'er a rule." After tifteen 
months' dnlay thev have found them- 
selves iucipuble of doing that which 
thuy would not allow competent men 
to do, and now they do exactly what 
twenty years ago caused all the vexa- 
tiousupss of legal procedure here. They 
have introduced tho rules in force iu 
England on l.st November, 1877, "so 
far as the same are applicable.'' Why, 
the English rules goveraing a commu- 
nity of thirty millions with every item 
of modern civilization at hand are no 
more applicable to a young country 
like this than the machinery of the 
Great Ea.'^tern would be to a lady's 
watch, Had the legislature intended that 
the English rules shouldvgovem'- thsy 
would have said as much in the Act. 
They, .would not have empowered the 
goverfiiiieiif to' frame tiieni. "So far as 
the same arc applicable," tho English 
rules shall applv, baith the proclama- 
mation. This is incomprehen.siblc. 
Who is to determine tho "applicability" 
of the rules 1 Who is to interpret them 
BO far .isjliny^ may be adapted to the 
requireraents'of this country ? Upon 
wJx iMi, infaccof the Act' of Parliament. . 
is tiie duty iiractically cast of framing 
rules 1. The Supreme Court. Yes ; to 
the Supreme Court iirast be relegated 
every doubtful point which may arise 
under the rules. A suitor who has a 
just cause and wins it, may find in the 
appellate court, to his great dismay and 
cost, that the ca^e was tried under a 
rule that is not "ap])licab!e" here, and 
that it must be tried over again. Step 
by step, inch by inch, at the exjjeniie of 
suitors, and -the public the "applica- 
bility" of the rules will have to be de- 
termined ns the points arise; and men 
with causes that are ever so good will 
shrink from seeking legal redress for 
grievjinces. This ought not to be. 
Law shoulu be cheap and certain in its 
operation, 'and the government hav- 

■ ing, 'with the aid of tho House, 
rHiiioved from the judges the power to 
framo rules of court, should liavo fraui- 
pd them themselves. Tliey should have 
declared which of the English rules 
are and which are not applicable 
here, and would thus have given the 
rules they adopted the force of an Act 

Ot Jr'arlUimont. The l)luv;UujaL;ori hno 

settled nothing, On the contrary, it 
has • unsettled everything. Tho legal 
fraternity are groping through the 
labyrinthian maze of rules that were 
drawn for an entu^ely different state of 
things to ascertain which are "appli- 
' cable" hero and which are the reverse. 
Like the philosopher who undertook to 
(j.Ktrac.t sunbeams from cucumbers, we 
greatly fear they will grope in vain ! 

dOLID ARGUMEiXTS. 

The stranding of tho fine American 
ship Thrasher supplies one hundred and 
ten thousand solid arguments in favor 
of the construction of an Island rail- 
way. Had that railway been in oper- 
ation the vessel would have taken in 
her cargo at Esquiuialt, and would 
have discharged it at San Francisco 
long 'ere this. Unless the Dominion 
government are prepared to sound and 
survey the waterways of this Provinco 
— splendid as they undoubtedly are — 
and light and buoy, them.as they should 
bo, they must btiild tho Island railway. 
They have no other recourse in tho in- 
terest of commerce. '"

The Wreck of the Thrasher. 

The steamer Etta Wiitc returned to 
port on Sunday night from the ship 
Thrasher wrecked on Gabriola. Reef. Tho 
vessel is lying on her starboard bilge ap- 
parently resting on the rocks her entire 
length and showing no sign of external in- 
jury as far as can bo seen. at low water. 
At high tide tho water covers from port 
main rigging aft, and at low water the up- 
per deck of the vessel is free with the ex- 
ception of tho starboard quarter. The 
masts are all standing, but the upper top- 
sail, top-gallant and royal yards with tho 
running gear have been removed and tak- 
en to Nanaimo. No action.had boon tak- 
en to lighten the vessel of her cargo. On 
Sunday tho weather was stormy and at 
noon operations were of necessity sus- 
pended. .'V diver belonging to H. jNI. S. 
Triumph wont down at tho ship's bow and 
reported forefoot, keel and planking gone 
soiuo eight or ten feet. Tlic gunvossel 
Rocket with a naval barge having a firo 
engine on board is at anchor about a half 
niilo from tho wreck and would proceed at 
daylight yesterday, shoidd tho weather 
permit, to save tho vessel. Tlic steamer 
Etta Wliito returned to the wreck yester- 
day morning with another wrecking pump 
and other apparatus.

Wo wore informed she carried 
away between 8000 aiid 9000 salmon. On 
our way to upper town we no.ticed Wat- 
son's steamer the Rip Vaii Winkle in the 
river on her way to that cannery with 
twenty six boats astern all loaded down 
to the gunwale, and somo only kept afloat 
by constant bailing. We heard of one 
boat rolling over near the bar with 200 
fish aboard.

Tho suspicions of Europe, and nota- 
bly that of Fi;ance,.havc been aroused 
by the addition of '2'7,000 regulars to 
tlie German army, not a very large 
number, it is true, but enough to indi- 
cate a purpose. What that purjioso 
may be ovciyono is loft; to his own con- 
jecture, but it points to the very re- 
verse of disarming, or tho millenium, 
which the good Emperor jirays for. 
Tho cQ'ect of this strengthening of the 
military force on contiguous and jealous 
powers was obvious. France and Rus- 
sia would also begin to swell their 
ranks, and in order to checkmate this 
movement the wily chancellor puts into 
the mouth of the Emperor the most 
positive assurances of continued peace. 
Germany has no grievances with any 
of her neighbors. On the contrary, 
slio is on the most friendly and atl'ec- 
tionato terms with all. Content with 
iicr recent victories, conquests and 
spoils, she feels like a satecf boa that 
has swallowed an ox, and only wants 
to lie in the sun and digest lior en- 
gorgement But she will sleep with 
her armor on, and will keep a "watch 
on the Rhine," and this is about all the 
Emjieror's picn to peace amounts to, a 
mere lulaby for his warlike rivala In 
tho meantime Franco is daily gaining 
strength, and, like Tam O'Shanter's 
wife, "nursing her wrath to keep it 
warm." A renewal of tho .struggle to 
recover tho Rhino provinces is only a 
question of time, so far as tho deter- 
mination of the French people is con- 
cerned, no matter how well the govern- 
ments may mask themselves with 
friendly disguises. Unless both nations 
are preparing for a great war, these 
enormous standing armies aro a mere 
mockery, a cruel fraud on the people 
who support them. Tho very appear- 
ance of a soldier on the street portends 
a coming war, and men and emperors 
may cry "peace, peace, but thoro is no 
peace," and there will bo none so long 
as human passions, exist, for war is the 
nominal condition of rqan.
